France Enters Parley , 


WASHINGTON —Following virtual 


conclusion of negotiations .with the 
British delegation, President Roose- 
velt Monday night began conversa- 
tions AVith former Premier Edouard 
Herriot of France' and the French ec- 
onomiQ advisers on the program of 
th« ^pprcaehinK-world sconomic ,con; 
ference. 


The president also received Richard 


B. Bennett, prime minister of Canada, 
with whom Mr. Roosevelt will discuss 
reciprocal tariffs when Mr. Bennett 
becomes a White House guest Wed- 
nesday. 


The negotiations with Prime Min- 


ister Hamsay MacDonald of Great Bri. 
tain and the British economic ex- 
perts were concluded for the time be- 
ing with no definite decision arrived 
at but with a mutual exchange of as- 
surances that each party to the con- 
versations had achieved a helpful 
understanding of the other's point of 
view which augured well for the eco- 
nomic conference scheduled to be held 
in London about June 15 or July 1. 


Communique Issued 


After the final session, which was 


attended by President Roosevelt and 
the American experts and by Prime 
Minister MacDonald and the British 
experts, the White House issued the 
following statement on behalf of the 
president and the prime minister. 


"The prime minister, the president, 


the British ambassador and the sec- 
retary "f state met Monday afternoon 
with the officials and experts par- 
ticipating in the discussions of the 
past few days. They reviewed the 
substance of their 
discussions with 


deep satisfaction. 


"Among the subjects considered in 


these discussions were the world price 
level, central bank policies, monetary 
standards, exchange restrictions, im- 
provement of the status of silver and 
in addition, a number of world prbo- 
lems relating to trade and particularly 
the limitation of trade restrictions. 


"Agreement with reference to any 


of these subjects has been reserved 
for the world monetary and economic 
conference itself. It was never the 
purpose of the present discussions to 
conclude definite agreements. They 
were designed to explore and to map 
out the territory to be covered. This 
purpose has been admirably served by 
the conversations which have taken 
place." 


It was said that the American and 


British experts might hold another 
meeting Tuesday to complete some 
phases of the technical discussions but 
that there is no necessity of further 
conversations between Mr. Roosevelt 
and Mr. MacDonald. They have bared 
their positions to each other, which 
wus the most they expected to ac- 
complish at. this time. 


MacDonald May Leave Tuesday 
In view of the conclusion of the 


Anglo-American negotiations earlier 
than had been anticipated, Mr. Mac- 
Donald is considering departure from 
Washington Tuesday instead of Wed- 
nesday. 


It is understood that the Anglo- 


American negotiations were rushed to 
a conclusion in order that they might 
not overlap unduly the Franco-Amer- 
ican discussions which began Monday 
night. Despite Mr. Roosevelt's origi- 
nal intention to treat with envoys of 
the powers individually and never 
collectively, it began to look as if a 
joint discussions with Mr. MacDonald 
and M. Herriot could be avoided by 
Tuesday night after the dinner in 
honor of the distinguished visitors.

ham, president of'the National Aero- 
nautic association and a former sen- 
ator from Connecticut, in an editorial 
Monday blamed the Akron disaster 
upon the unfair and unsympathetic 
attitude toward.naval .aviation by the 
"sea-going admirals." 


The editorial appearing in the cur- 


rent issue of the National Aeronautic 
Magazine attributed the catastrophe 
with its loss of 73 lives to errors 
in judgment on the part of the ship's 
commander and to the navy for plac- 
ing the ship under "a gallant officer 
who had not had a single year's ex. 
perience in command of any rigid 
dirigible."

Tho General Education'Board of New 
York has made a gift of ?78,000 to 
Hendrix for this purpose and an ad- 
ditional $22,000 is to be sought through 
public subscriptions. 


The decision to 
close 
Galloway, 


reached several months ago but jusl 
made public, resulted from lock ol 
funds, a decrease in enrollment and 
other economic factors, 


Dr. J. H. Reynolds, president of 


Hendrix and of the Trinity systom, 
said efforts would' be made to place 
os many of the 
Galloway faculty 


members as possible. The. faculty was 
notified of the closing plans several 
nonths ago. 


A committee was named by the 


jonrd. to have charge of the Galloway 
physical plant while it is closed. A 
jrivate summer school is to be con- 
ducted there this summer by two 
'acuity members.

there was none. The gold camps may 
have been picturesque. I personally 
don't know. But the story of an oil 
field lies in the hearts of the men 
who go there—and not in the setting.

LITTLE ROCK— (/P)— A 


four-year experiment in joint 
municipal-state regulation of 
public utility rates has been 
launched with the organiza- 
ion of the new utility fact- 
nding tribunal, which soon 
11 be ready to consider the 


fast increasing number of re- 
quests from city councils for 
aid. 


The membership of the* new tribunal, 


created by the 1933 legislature, has 
just been completed by the Arkansas 
Corporation commission with the ap- 
pointments of Frank L. Eaton of Lit- 
tle Rock, an accountant, and George 
L. Hess of El Dorado, an engineer, in 
addition to P, A. Laslcy, Little Rock 
attorney, who had been named pre- 


' vlously. 


Mr. Laslcy has been elected chair- 


man of the tribunal which has not 
yet selected its staff 
of 
technical 


, workers authorized by the act creat- 


ing it. 


It Obtains Data 


The tribunal -was created for a per- 


iod of four years. It has no rate-fix- 
ing powers and its scope of work is 
.confined to investigation of utility 
companies oft all classes for tho pur- 
pose of gathering data upon which 
city <^fl<41s,m5^b-MvulHMte.Jf»^% 
The .utility companies operating in 


the state are required to pay the cost 
of operating the tribunal through a 
tax of $2 per $1,000 of their gross earn- 
ings and the income tax reports of 
the utilities are thrown open to the 
tribunal for inspection to determine 
whether they are making full pay- 
ments on their gross earnings. 


The findings of fact of the tribunal 


"shall be conclusive on all parties, in 


10 absence of fraud, or of error so 
•oss as to be tantamount to fraud," 


under provisions of the tribunal act. 


Provides for Hearing 


The act further provides that: 
"Before entering upon an investiga- 


tion, the tribunal shall notify the util- 
ity company, the council of the city 
or town involved, and the corporation 
Commission if interested, of the pro- 
posed investigation, and they shall 
have the right to attend and to be 
heard, and to present such testimony, 
evidence and facts as they may de- 
sire to submit, which shall be pre- 
served as a part of the record, togeth- 
er with all the testimony, evidence 
and facts procured and considered by 
the tribunal. 


"The complete record so made up, 


with the findings and tho report of 
the tribunal thereon, shall constitute 
the sole record on which the council 
of the city or town or the corporation 
ommission shall fix and perscribc the 
rates to be charged by the utility com- 
pany, and the sole record on which 
any proceeding in court to challenge 


, jjthe reasonableness or validity of such 
f 


fates shall be determined, unless the 
parties by agreement stipulate what 
shall constitute the record." 


The corporation commission's utility 


rate-fixing powers apply only to ser- 
vice outside, cities and towns where 
city councils have no jurisdiction. 


'hie three members of the tribunal 


reccivo a salary of $5,000 a year, each. 


Numerous requests from councils 


for aid in efforts to obtain reductions 


savory.

As I look back at it I can sec that 


the El Dorado development exerted 
a certain effect on the political history 
of Arkansas. 


With its new population and wealth 


Union county came to hold the balance 
of power in a tight campaign. The 
late Thomas C. 'McRae .was governor 
when I arrived April 26, 1923, and was 
close to the hearts of all. 


In the 1924 campaign, Tom Terral, 


Jake Wilson and John E. Martineau 
closed their tours at El Dorado, pay- 
ing tribute to the voting strength of 
the new ciCy, Terral being elected. 


But Governor'Terral failed to-show 


progress on roads ,of which Union 
county had none—and that section 
crushed him in the 1926 campaign, 
giving Martineau half of ,the 16,000 
majority by which he defeated Terral 
for 
' 


In a way, therefore', the El Dorado 


oil. boom contributed to the program 
of public expenditure which began In 
1927 and ran up to two years ago— 
for better or for worse. 


But there are mistakes in every 


government. 


I always will believe Arkansas is 


better off, regardless of debts, for 
having had the Martineau highway 
development. The eastern half of the 
state had roads ,but was being forced 
into bankruptcy because of the land 
taxes

I have what I believe is an unusual 


slant on the small city. 


Writers rhapodize on "life in a small 


town." I don't pay much attention to 
that. I believe men' are carried wher- 
ever opportunity takes them. I don't 
think any of us have much respect 
for people who go places simply for 
sentiment's sake. That 
sounds all 


right in a book, but it isn't real life. 


I came from a big city to a small 


one, because it semed to me that the 
small-city newspaper field had been 
overlooked while the boys were all 
rushing off to the big cities. After ten 
years I can just about prove I am 
right.

I cnosider myself fortunate. I think 


this depression will turn men back 
to forgotten fields—now that the big 
cities have let them down.
